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HOSPITAL  NEWS 

To  those  of  our  graduates  who  have 
not  visited  the  Hospital  recently  it 
may  be  of  interest  to  know  some  of 
the  changes  which  have  taken  place 
throughout  the  past  year. 

The  large  7th  floor  in  'the  Jones 
Building,  which  for  many  years  was 
filled  with  medical  men,  now  has  bright 
chintz  shades  on  its  windows  and  its 
beds  are  occupied  by  Maternity 
patients,  in  equally  gay  kimonas.  The 
attractive  private  rooms,  the  nurseries, 
combined  with  the  isolation,  quietness, 
and  sunshine  make  the  floor  a  most 
acceptable  addition  to  the  Obstetrical 
Service.  In  the  original  maternity,  the 
private  rooms  have  been  brightened  up 
with  curtains,  furniture,  telephones ;  a 
second  delivery  room  now  occupies  the 
old  nursery  and  the  babies  are  spaci¬ 
ously  accommodated  in  619  where  there 
is  ample  room  for  baskets,  incubators, 
respirator  and  other  accessories  of 
babyhood. 

The  Central  Food  Service  has  taken 
over  all  trays  on  7th  Jones,  as  also  on 
2nd  floor  Jones,  and  it  seems  strange 
indeed  to  have  quietness  reign  in  the 
old  Diet  Kitchens,  former  scenes  of 
much  activity. 

The  lack  of  preliminary  students  in 
the  school,  for  the  first  time  for  thirty 
years,  has  necessitated  re-organization 
of  work  on  the  floors  of  the  Jones 
Building  and  has  caused  temporary  in¬ 
convenience  to  Mr.  Gray,  Miss  Brain- 
‘  erd  of  the  Occupation  Department  and 
Miss  Hennecke  of  the  Dietetic  Depart¬ 
ment. 

Three  floors,  B  and  F  Corridors  in 
the  pavilion  and  7th  Murdock  have 
been  closed  to  patients  since  the  sum¬ 
mer  of  1932  and  while  it  is  hoped  that 
it  may  be  unnecessary  to  close  a  third 
pavilion  floor,  there  is  no  certainty  that 
the  need  may  not  arise. 

The  much  decreased  number  of 
patients  has  resulted  in  a  decreased 
number  of  graduate  nurses  on  the 
permanent  staff  and  has  very  seriously 
affected  the  private  duty  nurses. 
Patients  are  unable  to  employ  special 
nurses,  with  the  result  that  instead  of 
100  or  more  nurses  on  special  duty  in 
the  hospital  as  in  former  times,  there 
^  averages  only  thirty  a  day.  The  cases 
are  also  frequently  limited  to  a  few 
days,  which  added  to  the  lowering  of 
the  nurses’  charge  and  the  few  calls  for 
I  nurses  from  city  homes,  makes  the  lot 
of  the  private  duty  nurse  in  Chicago 
rnost  uncertain  and  suggests  the  desira¬ 
bility  of  qualifying  for  some  other  type 
of  nursing. 


REDUCTION  OF  DUES 

At  the  regular  meeting  of  the 
Alumnae,  March  7th,  the  reduction  of 
dues  was  discussed.  A  suspension  of 
payment  of  fifty  cents  on  the  Sick 
benefit  fund  and  fifty  cents  from  regu¬ 
lar  dues,  was  made  for  this  present 
year.  This  amount,  if  already  paid,  will 
be  credited  on  next  year’s  dues,  unless 
a  refund  is  especially  requested.  This 
dollar  reduction  with  the  dollar  de¬ 
ducted  by  First  District,  makes  the 
Alumnae  dues  $7,  instead  of  $9,  which 
it  had  been  previously.  The  non-resi¬ 
dent  and  associate  membership  are  $3 
each. 

NEW  PRIVATE  DUTY  RATES 

Beginning  January  1, 1933,  the  charges 
for  special  duty  nurses  are  as  follows: 

8  hour  service . $4  per  day 

10  hour  service . $5  per  day 

12  hour  service . $6  per  day 

An  extra  charge  is  made  by  the  hos¬ 
pital  for  the  nurses’  board.  The  charge 
for  20  hour  duty  remains  $8  as  before.

It 
is  a  life-size  job  for  they  treat  their 
sick  just  like  their  children.  T  don’t 
want  it’  is  the  final  word  and  no  fur¬ 
ther  effort  is  made  to  see  that  the 
patient  gets  what  he  needs.  It  is  most 
discouraging.  I  suppose  that  for  sev¬ 
eral  more  generations  we  will  have  to 
try  to  talk,  cajole  or  frighten  the  peo¬ 
ple  out  of  some  of  their  strange  faiths 
in  or  fears  of  certain  foods,  medicines 
and  treatments  for  their  own  good.

We  are  gathering  poin- 
settas  and  roses  here. 

“Is  the  depression  still  on  in  Chi¬ 
cago?  That  is  all  they  ever  have  down 
here  so  no  one  knows  the  difference. 
I  wonder  just  what  our  people  would 
do  in  the  States,  if  they  had  to  live  the 
way  the  people  do  down  here. 

“The  doctor  takes  me  with  him  on  his 
calls  and  some  of  the  homes  we  go 
into!  We  visited  a  place  last  week 
that  was  a  mud  hut  about  16  feet  by 
24  feet.  There  was  no  windows  and 
the  floor  was  dirt.  While  the  doctor 
was  finishing  his  examination  I  counted 
17  people  in  the  room  and  upon  inquiry 
found  that  20  people  lived  there. 

“The  huts  generally  seem  clean  in 
spite  of  the  large  number  of  people 
occupying  them  and  in  spite  of  the  fact 
pigs  and  chickens  are  kept  there,  too. 
They  have  no  other  way  to  protect 
their  property  from  being  stolen.  I 
have  found  very  few  homes  where  the 
patient  and  bed  linen  were  not  clean. 
In  fact  the  linen  is  snowy  white  and 
really  looks  out  of  place. 

“We  are  supposed  to  have  clinic 
three  times  a  week  in  the  morning  but 
have  it  every  day  and  all  day  and  have 
as  high  as  82  patients  in  a  day.  The 
charge  is  20  cents  each,  but  most  of 
them  cannot  afford  that.  We  do  every¬ 
thing  from  A  to  Z  in  both  medicine 
and  surgery,  including  tooth  extrac¬ 
tions.”

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GRADUATION  EXERCISES 

After  a  long  season  of  cold,  rainy- 
weather,  Commencement  Day  dawned 
clear  and  bright,  helping  to  make  it 
a  day  to  be  long  remembered  by  not 
only  the  class  of  1933,  but  by  all  who 
attended  the  exercises.

Mr.  Carton,  president  of  the 
Board,  presented  the  diplomas.  Mrs. 
Stanton  Friedberg,  Chairman  of  the 
School  of  Nursing  committee  pre¬ 
sented  the  pins. 

Another  happy  surprise  from  the 
Woman’s  Board  came  at  this  time, — 
another  not  on  the  printed  program. 
Mrs.  Friedberg,  m  an  able  manner, 
paid  great  tribute  to  our  Superintend¬ 
ent,  Miss  McMillan,  stating  that  the 
quality  and  standards  of  our  school 
were  due  to  the  visions  and  ideals  of 
one  woman,  the  one  who  thirty  years 
ago  had  the  foresight  to  establish  the 
school.  She  then  presented  Miss 
McMillan  with  the  school  pin,  which 
thirty  years  ago  she  and  Mrs.  Robert 
Hamill  had  designed  together.  In¬ 
scribed  on  the  back  of  the  pin  was 
the  following  “1903-1933— M.  Helena 
McMillan — For  thirty  years  of  valued 
service.”

DEATH  OF  MR.  ALBERT  M.  DAY 

Albert  M.  Day,  president  emeritus 
of  the  Presbyterian  Hospital,  died 
May  13th  at  the  home  of  his  daugh¬ 
ter.  He  would  have  been  88  years  of 
age  had  he  lived  another  month. 

Mr.  Day  retired  from  active  busi¬ 
ness  in  1902,  where  he  was  an  im¬ 
portant  figure  and  devoted  his  time  to 
the  Hospital  business,  acting  as  presi¬ 
dent  of  the  Board.  Through  his  man¬ 
agement,  the  indebtedness  was  re¬ 
moved  and  the  endowment  increased 
from  $200,000  to  over  $3,000,000. 

Our  institution  has  lost  one  of  its 
noblest  and  truest  friends  in  Mr.  Day’s 
death.

While  a  great 
deal  of  illness  was  not  found,  the  work 
of  the  Public  Heath  nurse  in  checking 
conditions  and  diseases,  and  the  early 
placement  under  medical  and  nursing 
care  was  believed  to  be  a  great  factor 
in  maintaining  the  high  health  level 
of  the  people  of  Long  Beach.”

“I  cried  only  when  the  nurses  marched 
by,  they  were  so  good  to  me  in  all  the 
hospitals.”  He  was  seventeen  months 
in  the  Lafayette  Escadrille  and  his 
plane  came  down  on  November  9. 

The  Gala  dinner  on  October  2nd, 
in  the  Palmer  House  was  an  outstand¬ 
ing  social  event.  With  six  hundred  in 
the  beautiful  Red  Lacquer  room,  con¬ 
stant  entertainment  and  visits  and 
greetings  from  notables  from  all  over 
the  country,  the  visitors  agreed  it  was 
the  most  outstanding  event  in  any  Na¬ 
tional  Convention.

“The  Nurses’  Home  is  across  the 
street  from  the  new  building  of  the 
sanitarium,  or  the  hospital.

ALUMNAE  DUES 

The  ever  important  question  of  an¬ 
nual  dues  was  discussed  at  a  recent 
Alumnae  Meeting.

We 
have  had  some  people  in  th^  Hospi¬ 
tal,  who  might  have  stepped  right  out 
of  those  books,  and  we  have  plenty 
of  evidence  of  the  readiness  of  those 
people  to  use  guns  and  knives.  Across 
the  street  from  the  nurses  home  is  the 
Birthplace  of  Woodrow  Wilson.  At 
present  the  State  of  Virginia  is  trans¬ 
forming  the  backyard  into  a  Victorian 
Garden. 

“The  general  duty  of  the  hospital 
is  done  by  graduate  nurses,  who  work 
on  eight  hour  shifts.  I  am  in  charge 
of  one  of  the  eight  hour  divisions.

“I  had  hoped  to  be  able  to  attend 
Homecoming  this  year,  but  as  w’e 
have  just  opened  a  new  Tuberculosis 
Pavilion,  and  about  seventy  more  beds 
for  surgical  patients,  I  am  not  able  to 
leave  my  office. 
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"I  wish  to  urge  you  to  continue 
your  interest  in  sending  news  of  the 
various  nurses  who  have  graduated 
from  year  to  year,  and  I  wish  contact 
in  some  way  could  be  made  with  the 
nurses  who  graduated  in  1914.” 

A  letter  from  Lettie  Wadsworth  to 
Miss  Aylward  tells  of  her  w'ork.  Miss 
Wadsworth  is  at  home  on  the  farm 
this  winter  with  her  mother  at  Odon, 
Indiana,  where  she  is  enjoying  the 
quietness  and  rest  of  the  country  after 
three  strenuous  years  on  the  mission 
field.  She  was  Superintendent  of 
Nurses  and  Principal  of  the  Training 
School  of  the  Mary  Johnson  Hospital, 
at  Manila,  Philippine  Islands.
